increase  in  Contributions  to  the  “id.  in  the  £"  Fund  through 
Village  Committees  (^5 13  7s.  9c!.  as  against  £100  6s.  7d.  in 
1927).  It  is  with  regret  that  we  have  to  record  that  the  amount 
received  from  Private  Subscriptions  is  not  so  much  this  year, 
and  the  Committee  hopes  that  those  who  receive  this  report  will 
help  by  tilling  in  the  slip,  giving  the  names  of  likely  subscribers, 
and  returning  same  to  the  Secretary. 

The  ordinary  expenditure  shows  an  increase  of  ^643  os.  7c!. 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  newly  opened  Nurses’  Home 
is  an  additional  charge.  The  average  daily  number  of  In- 
Patients  has  increased  by  2.  A  large  sum  has  been  spent  in 
renewals  and  repairs  to  surgical  appliances.  It  is  most  essential 
that  the  equipment  of  the  Theatre  and  Surgery  should  be 
up-to-date.  A  Home  Sister  has  been  appointed,  who  also  acts 
as  a  Sister  Tutor,  and  she  has  already  justified  this  extra  expense 
by  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  Junior  Nursing  Staff,  two 
Probationers  having  qualified  as  fully  trained  Nurses,  two 
passed  the  Senior  Examination  and  five  the  Junior. 

The  increase  of  ^279  os.  3d.  in  the  Extra-ordinary  ex¬ 
penditure  is  chiefly  on  account  of  payments  to  neighbouring 
Hospitals  in  respect  of  the  treatment  of  Members  of  the  “id. 
in  the  £"  Fund.  A  great  saving  could  have  been  effected  here 
had  the  rules  of  the  scheme  with  regard  to  treatment  in  other 
hospitals  been  more  carefully  observed.  If  Medical  Practitioners 
would  only  refer  their  patients  who  are  members  of  the  Scheme 
to  this  Hospital  before  sending  them  away,  it  would  be  a  great 
help.

DEVELOPMENTS. 

Nurses’  Home. — The  new  Nurses’  Home  was  opened  on  the 
2 1 st  July,  1928,  by  the  Right  Hon.  Earl  Beauchamp,  K.G., 
K.C.M.G.,  and  an  inscription  in  the  following-  words  has  been 
placed  on  the  pillar  in  the  sun  porch  to  commemorate  the  event  : 

“This  Home  was  erected  by  the  Munificence  of  the  late  F. 

Noel  Hamilton  Wills,  of  Miserden  Park,  aided  by  generous 
gifts  from  S.  Stanley  Marling  and  F.  Arthur  Little.” 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  those  Benefactors  whose 
generosity  has  enabled  this  important  addition  to  be  made. 
During  the  year  under  review  the  following  large  donations  were 
received  : —

might  be  completed  free  of  debt.

The  Stroud  Rotary  Club,  ^850  os.  od.,  for  the  Furnishing  of  the 
Home  and  the  General  Funds  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Rotary  Club  raised  this  handsome  sum  by  means  of  a 
Carnival  and  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  tendered  to  all 
those  who  helped  in  this  most  successful  effort,  special  mention 
being-  made  of  the  Stroud  and  District  Association  of  Hospital 
Contributors  who  kindly  co-operated  by  organising  the  Street 
Collections,  out  of  which  the  sum  of  ^40  has  been  allotted  for 
the  purchase  of  beds.  The  total  cost  of  the  Home  was 
^9,390  os.  3d.,  and  there  is  a  balance  in  hand  of  ^650  16s.  6d., 
part  of  which  it  is  proposed  to'  utilise  in  equipping  Private  Wards, 
in  fulfilment  of  the  express  wishes  of  the  generous  Donors  of  the 
Nurses’  Home.  These  will  fill  a  loim-  felt  want  and  are  now 
recognised  as  a  necessity  in  all  General  Hospitals. 

Ultra  Violet  Ray  Lamp. — The  Committee  wish  to  place  on 
record  their  appreciation  of  the  generous  gift,  by  Dr.  J.  Crosslev 
Wright,  of  a  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp.  This  apparatus  has  proved 
of  great  benefit  to  those  requiring  this  class  of  treatment.

Committees,  to  the  Stroud  and  District  Hospital  Contributors’ 
Association,  to  Employers  and  Employees  and  all  those  who  have

Committee  tender  their  sincere  and  grateful  thanks. 

The  Committee  also  wish  to>  express  their  thanks  for  the 
help  of  the  Churches  in  the  District,  the  organisers  of  Church 
Parades  and  Rose  Day,  the  promoters  of  the  Stroud  Hospital 
Football  Competition,  the  Approved  Societies  and  the  Ladies’ 
Linen  League. 
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The  work  of  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Stroud  Men’s 
Detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  is  greatly  appreci¬ 
ated. 

Finally  it  is  desired  to  recognise  with  gratitude  the  assistance 
of  the  Organisers  of  the  annual  Hospital  Ball.  From  this  source 
a  sum  of  ^281  5s.  od.  was  received.

Relating  to  issue  of  Letters  of  Recommendation. 


An  Annual  Subscription  of  one  guinea  constitutes  an 
individual  Subscriber  a  Governor. 

Letters  are  issued  at  the  rate  of  one  per  guinea  subscribed.  Subscriptions 
are  due  on  the  1st  January,  in  advance,  and  except  those  paid  under  Bankers’ 
Order,  should  be  paid  direct  to  the  Secretary,  Stroud  General  Hospital. 


CASUALTY  CASES. — As  far  as  the  accommodation  of  the 
Hospital  will  permit,  all  casualty  cases  requiring  immediate 
surgical  aid  will  be  admitted  at  ail  times  with  or  without 
Letters  of  Recommendation.  Letters  should,  however,  be 
secured  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

ONE  Letter  entitles  the  applicant  (if  a  fit  case)  to  Four  Con¬ 
secutive  weeks’  treatment,  if  necessary,  as  an  Out¬ 
patient,  or  to  consult  the  Honorary  Dentists  and  have 
extractions  with  anaesthetic  if  advisable. 

(Persons  insured  under  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Act  requiring  dental  treatment  should  apply  to  their 
Approved  Societies  for  assistance). 

TWO  Letters  entitle  the  Applicant  (if  a  fit  case)  to  treatment 
as  an  In-patient  for  a  similar  period.  At  the  expiration 
of  Four  Weeks  the  Patient  will  be  discharged  unless  fresh 
Letters  are  procured. 


A  Letter  must  be  properly  filled  in  with  the  Patients’  name,  age  and 
address,  and  must  be  signed.  Governors  are  earnestly  requested  to  ascertain 
the  circumstances  of  those  who  apply  to  them  for  these  Letters,  so  that  the 
benefits  of  the  Institution  may  not  be  misapplied.  Letters  cannot  be  used 
for  the  benefit  of  a  Recommender  or  his  family. 

Patients  not  contributing  to  the  “Id.  in  the  £"  Fund  (and  in  employment 
or  m  receipt  of  an  income)  needing  institutional  treatment  for  themselves  and 
their  dependents  will  be  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance,  i.e.,  for  the  nursing,  food,  laundry,  etc. 

Non-contributors  attending  the  Out-Patient  Department  will  be  asked  to 
contribute  6d.  for  each  visit  towards  the  costs  incurred. 

NECESSITOUS.  The  Stroud  General  Hospital,  being  a  voluntary 
hospital,  primarily  intended  for  the  institutional  treatment  of  the  necessitous, 
will  at  all  times  render  to  such  persons  free  in  and  out-patient  treatment 
within  the  scope  of  a  general  hospital. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  TREATMENT  OF  PATIENTS. 


IN-PATIENTS. 

Applicants  must  present  their  Letter  of  Introduction  (or  two 
Subscriber’s  Letters  of  Recommendation)  at  the  Hospital  on 
admission,  and  bring  a  change  of  linen,  a  pair  of  slippers,  a 
comb  and  brush,  and  tooth  brush  and  paste. 

Visiting  Days. — In-patients  may  (except  under  special  cir¬ 
cumstances)  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays 
from  2  p.m.  to  3-30  p.m.,  but  not  more  than  two  persons  can  be 
admitted  to  visit  any  one  patient  at  the  same  time. 

All  articles  brought  by  visitors  for  patients  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Matron  or  the  Nurse  in  charge,  who  must  refuse  unsuitable 
articles.  In  foods,  only  eggs  and  fresh  fruits  are  permitted. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

New  applicants  must  present  their  Letter  of  Introduction  or 
Letter  of  Recommendation  at  the  Hospital. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Cases. — Mondays  and  Fridays  at  10-45  a*m* 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department. — Wednesdays  at  10-45  a-m- 

Eye  Department. — Wednesdays,  at  10-45  a-m- 

Dental  Department. — Thursdays  8-45  to  9  a.m.,  after  which  no 
cases  will  be  undertaken. 

Patients  requiring  an  anaesthetic  must  bring  a  friend  with  them,  and 
must  have  taken  no  food  later  than  the  night  before  the  operation  is  under¬ 
taken. 

X-Ray  Department. —  (Other  than  emergency  cases)  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  at  10  a.m. 

Massage  Department. — Daily,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Doctor. 

Ultra  Violet  Roy  Department. — On  the  recommendation  of  the 
Doctor,  Mondays  at  9  a.m.  and  Fridays  at  2-30  p.m. 


The  following  cases  are  inadmissible,  except  in  special  circumstances 
on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee 
of  Management : — 

(a)  Persons  insane  or  subject  to  fits. 

(b)  Persons  suffering  from  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

(c)  Persons  suffering  from  chronic  disease  whom  there  is  no  reasonable 

hope  of  materially  benefiting. 

(d)  Persons  for  whom  the  Poor  Law  Infirmary  is  intended. 

(e)  Women  in  an  advanced  state  of  pregnancy. 
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ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  THE  TREATMENT  OF  PRIVATE 

IN-PATIENTS. 


1.  Private  Patients  can  only  be  admitted  if  a  bed  in  a  Private 
Ward  is  available. 

2.  A  Private  Patient  (if  a  suitable  case)  can  be  admitted  if  a  bed 
is  available  on  the  application  of  any  Medical  Practitioner 
in  the  neighbourhood,  who  may  attend,  treat  and  operate  on 
the  case,  the  fee  for  such  treatment  being  arranged  between 
Doctor  and  Patient. 

3.  The  amount  to  be  charged  by  the  Hospital  in  the  case  of  each 
Patient  has  been  fixed  at  a  minimum  of  six  guineas  weekly. 
The  charge  is  to  include  board  and  nursing.  Nursing  fees, 
fees  to  contributors  to  the  “id.  in  the  £"  scheme,  and  their 
dependents,  are  reduced  to  three  guineas  weekly  under  the 
conditions  outlined  in  the  details  of  the  Fund. 

4.  The  limit  of  time  for  Paying  In-Patients  to'  remain  in  the 
Hospital  is  four  weeks,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee. 

5.  If  the  services  of  the  House  Surgeon  are  required  as 
anaesthetist,  the  amount  of  the  fee  shall  be  settled  between 
him  and  the  Operating  Surgeon. 

6.  Paying  In-Patients  and  their  visitors  are  to  be  subject  to  the 
control  and  discipline  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  general 
routine  of  the  Hospital. 

7.  Any  difference  of  opinion  on  the  meaning  of  the  Rules  of  the 
Hospital  or  of  these  bye-laws,  or  in  connection  with  Paying 
In-Patients,  is  to  be  settled  by  the  Committee. 
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Outline  of  the  contributory  fund. 

(Employers  and  Employees). 


EMPLOYEES — To  contribute  at  least  Id.  in  each  -Cl  of  their  wages  or  salaries. 

Earnings  under  £1  per  week  ...  ...  Contribution  Id.

,,  of  £3  and  over  per  week  ,,  3d.  and  so  on 

EMPLOYERS — To  add  not  less  than  one-third  to  the  total  of  their  Employees’ 
contributions. 

If  desired,  the  employer’s  quota  may  take  the  place  of  any  existing 
subscription. 

PRIVILEGES — Books  of  Letters  of  Introduction  (as  distinct  from 
Subscribers’  Letters  of  Recommendation)  are  supplied  to  the  Hospital 
Representatives  of  the  workmen  and  staffs  at  Contributing  Establish¬ 
ments,  and  to  the  secretaries  of  Village  and  Traders’  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittees  operating  the  Fund. 

These  Vouchers  entitle  employee  contributors  and  their  dependents  to 
free  treatment,  when  required,  at  the  Stroud  General  Hospital. 

N.B. — It  should  be  observed  that  it  is  still  not  intended  to  provide 
medical  service : — 

(1)  Within  the  scope  of  the  general  practitioner ;  or 

(2)  For  those  suffering  from  chronic  or  infectious  diseases  ; 

(3)  For  patients  for  whom  the  Poor  Law  Infirmary  is  intended. 

Contributors  needing  institutional  treatment  for  themselves  and  their 
dependents,  and  whose  income  enables  them  to  pay  nursing-home  fees, 
or  for  the  advice  or  services  of  a  specialist,  are  asked  not  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  free  facilities  of  the  Hospital. 

Treatment  in  the  Paying  Wards  at  reduced  nursing  fees  will,  however, 
be  available  for  such  contributors. 

In  future,  nursing  fees  in  the  Paying  Wards  will  be: 

Non-Contributors:  Minimum,  six  guineas  weekly. 

Contributors  and  their  dependents  :  Three  guineas  weekly. 

NECESSITOUS — The  Stroud  General  Hospital,  being  a  voluntary  hospital, 
primarily  intended  for  the  institutional  treatment  of  the  necessitous,  will 
at  all  times  render  to  such  persons  free  in-  and  out-patient  treatment 
within  the  scope  of  a  general  hospital. 

NON-CONTRIBUTORS — Non-contributors  to  the  Fund  (in  employment  or 
in  receipt  of  an  income)  needing  institutional  treatment  for  themselves 
and  their  dependents  are  asked  to  pay  adequately  towards  the  cost  of 
their  maintenance,  i.e.,  for  the  nursing,  food,  laundry,  etc. 


Non-Contributors,  other  than  casualty  cases,  attending  the  Out¬ 
patient  Department,  are  asked  to  contribute  6d.  for  each  visit  towards 
the  costs  incurred. 
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REPRESENTATION  OF  CONTRIBUTORS — Each  contributing  unit  with  a 
sufficient  number  of  employees  will  be  asked  to  form  its  own  Hospital 
Committee,  who  will  in  turn  elect  one  (or  more)  representatives  to 
Meetings  of  Hospital  Delegates. 

In  the  absence  of  an  Employees’  Hospital  Committee,  all  establish¬ 
ments  will  be  entitled  to  elect  one  delegate. 

At  such  meetings  these  elected  delegates  will  receive  reports  from  their 
representatives  on  the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Stroud  General 
Hospital  and  will  consider  any  resolutions  brought  forward  by  contributing 
establishments  or  collecting  committees. 

Firms  and  Village  Hospital  Committees  with  up  to : 

100  contributors  are  entitled  to  send  1  delegate 

101-250  ,,  ,,  ,,  ,,  2  delegates 

Over  250  ,,  ,,  ,,  ,,  3  delegates 

The  maximum  number  of  any  contributing  unit  will  be  3. 

REPRESENTATION  OF  EMPLOYERS — Under  the  new  Constitution , 
there  are  now  nine  employers’  representatives  on  the  General  Council  of 
the  Hospital. 


NEIGHBOURING  HOSPITALS — Where  additional  treatment,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  medical  staff  at  the  Stroud  Hospital,  is  desirable  at  neighbouring 
hospitals,  and  in  the  event  of  such  cases  being  considered  suitable  for 
treatment  by  the  hospitals  concerned,  responsibility  will  be  undertaken  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Stroud  General  Hospital  for  defraying  the  cost  of 
recommends  and  maintenance  for  such  treatment  at  the  neighbouring 
hospitals. 


COLLECTION  OF  CONTRIBUTIONS— To  enable  the  Contributory  Fund 
to  be  fairly  and  satisfactorily  operated,  it  is  urged  that  the  collection  of 
contributions  should  be  made  at  the  time  wages  are  paid. 

Their  collection  should  not  be  left  to  a  good-natured  workman  or 
member  of  the  staff,  or  to  a  “Hospital  Box’’  on  the  counter,  and  wherever 
possible  all  employees  should  agree  to  the  deduction  of  the  contributions 
from  their  wages. 

PERIOD  OF  REMITTANCE.— Contributing  firms  generally  are  asked  to 
remit  the  combined  contributions  of  employers  and  employees  in  quarterly 
instalments.  Cheques  should  be  made  payable  to  the  Secretary,  The 
Stroud  General  Hospital,  and  may  be  crossed,  “Lloyds  Bank.” 

TRADESMEN  AND  INDIVIDUAL  CONTRIBUTORS— Arrangements  will 
be  made  to  enable  shopkeepers  and  proprietors  of  “one  man’’  businesses 
to  remit  their  contributions  to  Ward  or  Traders’  Hospital  Committees  in 
Stroud.
